8. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for the payment of town indebtedness. 

9. To see if the town will vote to allow four per cent. 
discount on all taxes paid previous to June first. 

10. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of one 
hundred dollars to be expended by the Town Improvement 
Association. (By request.) 

It. Tosee how much money the town will vote to raise 
for the local Old Home Week Association. (By request.) 

12. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the high- 
way leading from the buildings of John Dixon to the high- 
way leading to the house of Dr. Jason J. Smith. 

13. To see if the town will vote to make the salary of 
Treasurer and Town Clerk the sum of twenty-five dollars 
each per year, and all the remaining town officers the sum

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The following report is respectfully submitted. 


BEISHA TS. CRAKE 
EMMA F. BRONSON, School Board. 
FLORA B. DEARBORN, 

In looking over the school work of the past year, we 
feel that it has been generally successful. 

We resolved at the beginning to employ the best 
teachers, within our means. In one or two cases we were 
unfortunate, and found our teacher not adapted to the 
work. 

We hope another year to be able to advance wages a 
little, and thus encourage our teachers to better fit them- 
selves for their work. 

Ten schools were maintained in the spring, nine in the 
fall, and Miss Plummer was employed as private instructor 
for two pupils. 3 

We called your attention last year to the great need of 
funds for repairing our school rooms, and you very gener- 
ously responded. In consequence, several of the rooms 
have been painted, papered and furnished with new win- 
dow shades, which make them quite pleasant and 
attractive. 

Absenteeism still exists as a great drawback to the best 
results in our educational work. 

As arule we find parents interested in the education of 
their children, and we are sorry to note that a few appar- 
ently treat it as a secondary matter, and their children 
become a great hindrance to success in the school where 
they belong. It is thought best and recommended by the

State Superintendent, that we try to reach this class, the 
coming year, in a more effectual way than we have been 
able to heretofore. We shall, therefore, at our next school 
meeting try to adopt a truancy By-law for this purpose. 

It is also advised, that we unite with adjoining towns, to 
form a Supervisory District, to employ a Superintendent of 
schools. ‘To accomplish this, action must be taken at our 
next school meeting, authorizing the school board to make 
such combination as seems advantageous. 

We hope all interested in the educaticnal work of our 
town will make a special effort to be present at the coming 
school meeting.
